DECLARATION 



I, Fay Ferreira, administrative assistant of Englewood Ventures Inc., doing 
business as Global Plastics, (hereinafter, the "Company") hereby declare as follows: 

1 . I have been employed by the Company since on or about September 2002. 

2. On or about June, 2003, the then Company president, Jed Friesen, reviewed the 
Company's patent and trademark files and, on a list of the files, marked the ones that he 
thought should be closed. A copy of this list, with his handwritten notes thereon, is 
annexed to this my Declaration and marked as Exhibit A. File 2282-167 on the list 
corresponds to the parent of the Present Patent Application, namely, PCT application 
number PCT/CA03/00927 for a BUNG FOR A PAPER ROLL. File 2282-167 was not 
included in the list of files to be abandoned. The then Company president, Jed Friesen, 
passed the list on to me for review and implementation. 

3. On or about June 27, 2003, 1 prepared an email using the list in Exhibit A, 
indicating which patent and trademark files were to be closed and which files were to be 
kept open. I sent the email to our patent and trademark agents, Vermette & Co. A copy 
of the email is annexed to this my Declaration and marked as Exhibit B. File 2282-167, 
corresponding to the parent of the Present Patent Application, was not included in the 
email. 




4. On or about November, 2003 Kevin Shoesmith was hired to take over 
management of the patent and trademark files of the Company. 

5. On or about June 10, 2004, the said Kevin Shoesmith sent an email to Kim 
Smith, a paralegal at Vermette & Co., patent agents for the Company, instructing them 
to abandon all but a select group of files listed in the email. The file for the parent of the 
Present Patent Application, namely, File No. 2282-167, was not on this list of files. A 
copy of the email is annexed to this my Declaration and marked as Exhibit C. 
Unfortunately, a copy of this email was not sent to me or to any of the management of 
the Company. I believe that if the email had been sent to either myself or any other 
member of the management of the company, the error would have been noticed 
immediately. Mr. Shoesmith left the Company shortly thereafter, on July 7, 2004. 

6. After Kevin Shoesmith's departure from the Company, the responsibility for 
managing the patent files of the Company fell to me. However, I already had a full 
workload, and therefore was not able to review the files promptly. 

7. In December of 2004, Matt Friesen, an owner of the Company, asked me to 
review the Company's patent files. The unintentional omission of File 2282-167 from 
the list of files to be kept open came to my attention in late December 2004, when I was 
finally able to review the patent files. 

8. On January 7, 2005, the Company contacted our agents, Vermette & Co., to 
inquire about the status of the Present Patent Application and the possibility of 
reinstating it. Steps were immediately taken to contact the inventor, Ladislav Paukov, in 
order to obtain his signature for a Declaration and Power of Attorney, so that the 
Present Patent Application could be filed. However, Mr. Paukov was no longer with the 
Company and there was some delay in contacting him. 




9. Mr. Paukov finally executed the Declaration and Power of Attorney on January 
25, 2005, and the Present Patent Application was filed in the USPTO on February 3, 
2005. 

1 0. I hereby declare that the entire delay in filing the Present Patent Application was 
unintentional. 

11. I hereby further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; 
and further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 
Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and that such willful false statements 
may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued thereon.
